To the observer from overseas there 
1« great novelty In the present-day 
standard of fa djlons In Paris, con* 
trusting sharply with that of former 
years, writes a Paris fashion corre­ 
spondent in the New York Timex In­ 
stead of the extreme, sensational, dar­ 
ing of the French modes, which have 
heretofore supplied thrills for timid 
Americans who had not the courage 
to follow, tiie situation Is wholly, re­ 
versed and the Americans themselves 
are outdoing the wildest flights of 
Paris fancy. 
As the two mingle on 
the ’ or.levards, in restaurants and at 
resorts it is the French women whose 
skirts are out several indies below 
the knee, whose decollete is the most 
modest and the tone of whose attire is 
the most subdued. 
Tills is surprising 
to Visitors, but justifies the assertions 
of the couturiers that their extrava­ 
gances are for the American women 
and that the more quiet, conservative 
mode expresses the taste of French 
women of refinement.

Washington.—New weapons far su­ 
perior to those used by the American 
army during the World war have been 
developed by the ordnance branch of 
the War department. 
Predominant 
characteristics of the new weapons 
over the old are Increased ranges, 
heavier projectiles and greater mo­ 
bility. 
While Hie United States has not pro­ 
gressed so far as European armies, 
especially England, in the mechaniza­ 
tion of its fighting equipment, inquiry 
reveals unusually important advances 
in the development of new* artillery 
weapons. 
Examination of the new 
weapons discloses that in case of an­ 
other emergency, tile American army 
will at least have weapons perfected 
which can be rushed into production 
with full confidence that they will 
function efficiently on the battle field. 
Two outstanding examples In Hie 
artillery weapons are the 75-mll ll meter 
gun and the 75-mil 11 me ter pack how­ 
itzer. 
Other improved weapons in­ 
clude a new 15,5-mil 11 meter or (cinch 
field gun and the 75-millimeter pack 
spilt trail, an improved .‘^-millimeter 
infantry weapon, a new trench mortar, 
two new* 3-Inch anti-aircraft guns and 
a 14-inch howitzer. 
Artillerymen are confident that the 
new 75-millimeter gun developed In 
this country since the war is destined 
to make the smaller caliber field gun 
a more efficient weapon. 
The Ameri­ 
can 7-5, while weighing slightly more 
than the famous French 75-millimeter 
field gun, used so widely during tho 
war, has a much greater range and 
a wider field of fire. 
Where the obi 
weapon had a maximum range of 
9,200 yards, the new American rifle 
fires a 15-pound projectile a distance 
of 15,000. Its elevation, thanks to the 
use of a split trail, is 45 degrees, while 
the old weapon bad an elevation of 
only 19 degrees. 
Tho new American 75 will be horse- 
drawn and tests have shown It can 
be taken anywhere the old 75 could 
go. 
This gun has been adopted for 
army use. (Companion pieces for this 
weapon are the new 75-millimeter pack 
howitzer and the recently developed 
105-millimeter rifle. 
The advantages of the new howitzer 
are that It boasts a range as great as 
the French 75 and is so light fn weight 
that 
It caji 
bo easily transported 
through mountainous or hilly country.
